“There are simply no regions for soul-searching in The Rite of Spring” 


R.C.: “What does “creation” mean to you?” 

I.S.: “Nothing. The word was already badly overloaded when psychologists 
made it their propaganda term for what was no more than a change in 
methodology: a child’s scribble is not “an act of creation,” nor is our 
intestinal function, as Freud thought, since animals do as much and 
animals cannot create; the word, which to Coleridge meant the noblest 
operation of imagination, is now horribly debased. Only God can create.” 


“Whether or not metronomically correct, this tempo di hoochie-koochie 
is definitely too slow, and at 138 the music is duller than Disney’s 
dying dinosaurs.” 


“The tempo is good but the notes should be needle sharp.” 
“Too polished, a pet savage rather than a real one.” 


“I saw in imagination a solemn pagan rite: sage elders, seated in a circle, 
watched a young girl dance herself to death. They were sacrificing her 
to propitiate the god of spring. Such was the theme of Le Sacre du Printemps.” 


“Expression has never been a coherent property of music.” 


“I think that it would be wiser to begin the education of a pupil by first giving 
him a knowledge of what is, and only then tracing history backward, step by 
step, to what has been.” 


“I was under the impression that there were to 5e no prefaces by Boulez or 
Lesure, and I still do not see what the relationship of these people is to 

Le Sacre du Printemps. Le Sacre doesn’t need “blurbs” by anyone. It is by 
no means French, Not one note of it was composed in France, and the French 
public hissed it, as you know, when it was first played there, now using it as 
a stick to beat me with for all my later music. I definitely do not want any 
prefaces by anybody.” 


Dwight Bennett is currently Conductor of the University of Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra, Assistant Conductor of the Vienna State Opera, 
Artistic Director of Opera Mississauga and Resident Conductor of the 
Canadian Opera Company. 


A graduate of the University of Toronto, Mr. Bennett won first prize in the 
Heinz Unger Conducting Competition and went on to study at Indiana 
University with Julius Herford and in Europe with Franco Ferrara, Kiril 
Kondrashin and Bernard Haitink. 


Mr. Bennett was for many years Music Director and Principal Conductor 
of the Windsor Symphony and the Thunder Bay Symphony Orchestra. In 
addition, he has guest conducted orchestras and opera companies across 
Canada and the United States and has been heard in recordings and broad- 
casts by the CBC on numerous occasions. 


His work has recently taken him to London, Kiev, Rotterdam, Vienna and 
Seattle. This season, Mr. Bennett, in addition to his Canadian engagements, 
returns to Kiev and Vienna. This summer he makes his debut in Strasbourg 
and Madrid.
